In Quest of the Gold Mines. 
Numbers of the citizens of Utah have: gone 
out in the direction of Green River within the 
past few days, and others are going and ‘pre-’ 
paring to go, Enough nave already gone to 
do the necessary prospecting, ahd our advice 
to parties is not to be too fast. Don’t get ex- 
cited! We have no doubt that Lewis Robin- 
son and his party have found rich mines, but 
it is just as well to wait a few days or a few 
weeks until the matter is confirmed, as to go 
wild in the start! The distance from here 
does not exceed one hundred and sixty miles, 
and if the result is what we expect, our Utah 
citizens can get there sooner than those of 
‘any other locality. It will be just as safe to 
keep cool! 

One feature of this matter may be of some 
interest to the outside world. The discover- 
ers of these mines are Mormons, and are men 
who are reported to be reliable. The bulk of 
those who have gone are also Mormons, which 
shows they credit the story as true. In two 
weeks more we may be able to give more im 
portant and interesting details. i 
Eighth Volume of the Vedette.

The Mormon Feud. 


Jt is generally known that there is an irre- 
concilable schism in the Mormoh Church; but 
itis not generally known that the division 
separates forty or fifty thousand ‘‘Saints” 
from the recognition aud control of Brigham 
Young and Salt Lake Church authorities, 
The branches differ, not only in relation to 
the legitimate succession to the Presidency of 
the Church, but in vital doctrinal points as 
well, und there is no probability of their ever 
coming together. The disaffected Mormons 
are scattered throughout the Western States, 
and are under the leadership of Josegfh Smith, 
dr., son of the founder of the faith. He lives 
ia Iowa, and seems to be much respected by 
his neighbors. Tt was doubtless the intention 
of the elder Smith to place the mantle of hia 
authority and succession u the shoulders 
of the st ee he was killed in 
prison, an ) Young ma to ele- 
vate bimself to ‘the Charch while 
the junior Smith was mourning for the death 
of bis father. Such of the Mormons as could 
not be prevailed upon to remove to Salt Lake 
twenty years ago, remained in Iowa and Mis- 
souri, and ized the authority of the 
younger Smith. Their numbers have in- 
creased largely, and they now count all of 
forty thousand souls, it is said. They neither 
believe in nor practice polygamy, and are 
altogether a more intelligent body of people 
than the Utah branch. A large proportion 
of them are natives of the United States, and 
during the rebellion they were noted for their 
layalty to the Government.
